I was pleased to read in last week’s paper that the City 
Council decided to table the “Saturday Night Special” 
ban being considered. (I was less pleased that the rea¬ 
son was fiscal, rather than that of common sense.) 

The article however, raised some questions and 
thoughts, as well as bringing a few revelations about the 
members of our City Council to me. 

The first thing I would like to address is Mr. Hester’s 
attitude toward the Citizens of Sierra Madre whom are 
gun-owners.

Your readers are invited to reconsider Ms. Sarafin’s 
editorial of November 14, as this reader rejects the idea 
that if the robbers of Corfu had had dance classes, they 
would have not committed the crime. There are plenty 
of people who come from the shadows of tough condir 
tions, and don’t get up in the morning thinking about 
robbing a restaurant. 

Additionally, the overall thrust of the article explored 
an assumed cause for the robbery instead of focusing 
on the fact that men came into town to do evil, and were 
thwarted by others who put themselves in the line of fire 
to evacuate citizens and catch the bad guys. Is there 
anyone that doubts whether those held at gunpoint or 
who were the target of the robber’s bullets spent any 
time contemplating the lousy childhood the perpetrators 
might have'had? And would Ms. Sarafin’s editorial 
have focused on the subject in the same manner if the 
crook had been a better shot, and a police officer had 
fallen? 

The fact that a policeman or citizen didn’t die should 
not lessen the intent of the criminal’s action or make the 
rationale behind the crook the dominant consideration. 
For doing so invites more of the justice that California 
is becoming famous for, and leads to prolonged trials 
for adult children who admit to murdering their parents 
while they sit eating ice cream, or gives Richard Allen 
Davis over two years of trial motions and proceedings 
after he had already confessed to slaughtering a little 
girl. 

For the above reasons and more, there was not a lot 
of gray in last Friday’s indecent, nor is there reason for 
the populace of this town to be made to feel guilty about 
not providing enough public funding, which leads to the 
second point. 

Right now, Americans work the first five months of 
the year to pay taxes. If one accepts the premise of cuts 
offered by Ms. Sarafin, then the question that needs to 
be answered is how much more is needed. Is it another 
day at work, a week, a month to pay for the additional 
services and activities she proposes? How much is 
enough? The answer certainly wasn’t there. And if it 
were just a matter of money, why are private schools 
able to harvest better test results with a fraction of the 
per student funding of public education - for private 
schools are not famous for their photo or dance pro¬ 
grams, and unfortunately most are not able to even mus¬ 
ter a simple medical benefits package or pay salaries 
comparable to public schools. If the level of funding 
was the prime driver of the quality of our children, then 
private scnodis wodid'oe the bottom of tne barrerin 
terms of student results - but that is not the case. 

In the editorial, the debate over the behavior of our 
children, teens, and young adults is one in which you 
are offered the choice to build more schools/after-school 
infrastructure or build more prisons. However, that 
again supposes that government funding is the prime 
solution to bad behavior, and that the government can 
replace families in taking responsibility to produce good 
citizens. While it is true that even the best parental ef¬ 
forts cannot guarantee a good kid, it definitely puts the 
odds in the child’s favor. The strong over sight of a 
mother, father, grandparent or guardian is irreplaceable 
as the definer of a child. Providing a smorgasbord of 
after-school activities can only compliment, not replace 
the primary responsibility of the family to establish and 
police expectations that the child will be a contributor 
and not a danger to society. Increasing funding from 
the public coffers requires more taxes, which requires 
mom or dad to work more, which in turn robs time from 
their children. If parents end up working till June in¬ 
stead of May to pay for good intentions - where do they 
find that time? The answer is - from their kids. 

There is no doubt that public school funding has its 
shortfalls. In fact how can it not, when the education 
system is burdened with accepting an unlimited num¬ 
ber of children of illegal immigrants. How many class¬ 
room seats, teachers, and resources are dedicated to 
children who’s families are drawn to this country be¬ 
cause Americans will not work for a low wage? But,

Are they so stupid they 
don’t realize it’s still in 
there? Or are they hoping 
no one will notice? 

Fact: In all the city 
council and CHC reports 
on the financial effect of 
the Mills Act (up to about 
80% property tax reduc¬ 
tion benefits for historic 

resources) on the city, and 
in City Council requests 
for ways to develop a Mills 
Act ranking system or 
other way to mitigate the 
negative financial impact 
on the city, the CHC has 
always used the number of 
currently designated struc¬ 
tures in the city: 62. The 
CHC never even realized, 
until CPR pointed it out to 
them at the 11/S Cultural 
Heritage Commission 
meeting, that in paragraph 
17.C of their proposed or¬ 
dinance, by incorporating 
all historic district desig¬ 
nations into the Register of 
Historic Landmarks and 
then in paragraph 8.A.1 
and 8.B.3 giving Mills Act 
benefits to all “DesigniUed 
Landmarks” they have 
then broadened the Mills 
Act application base im¬ 
mensely. That erosion of 
the tax base could have an 
enormous financial impact 
on Sierra Madre’s limited 
budget. The CHC gave the 
impression at the Planning 
Commission special meet¬ 
ing that it was the CHC’s 
competence that discov¬ 
ered this, when actually it 
was the CHC’s incompe¬ 
tence that they never saw it 
until CPR pointed it out to 
them. 

Fact: The CHC loudly 
claims it’s lack of power, 
that it has no ’’police 
power”; it is an advisory 
body only. Well, it is the 
agent of, and the allegedly 
expert advisor to the City 
Council; the City Council 
will automatically lend 
greater credence to the 
CHC’s statements dian to 
any single citizen’s. The 
CHC has the power to in¬ 
fluence, the powo* to rec¬ 
ommend that the City 
Council use its “police 
powers”. If that’s not 
power, then I’d at least 
characterize it as heavy 
duty muscle.

The lights 
work fine now. Is it possible that all the 
lights could have gone out simulta¬ 
neously, or do you think there is still a 
wiring problem. The van has about 58,000 
miles on it.—B.C. 

Answer: wiring isn't the issue if 

replacing the bulbs corrected the problem. 
It is possible that due to age the bulbs 
burned out at about the same time. Also, 
a sure of electricity from an intermittently 
faulty voltage regulator or improper jump 
start could burn out the bulbs. 

Other possibilities include corroded or 
loose bulbs and sockets, wrong bulb size 
or damage from water leaks around the 
lens gaskets.

in fact, it is not so low if 
you accumulate the indi¬ 
rect costs in social services 
such as education and 
medicine spent on behalf 
of these workers and their 
families. I cannot fault the 
men and women who 
come here - because they 
work and want something 
better for their children. 

But at the same time, we 
are fooling ourselves if we 
don’t consider the indirect 
costs of their labor. In the 
end, the children of legal 
residents are denied better 
educational services and 
facilities due to the dilu¬ 
tion of school resources as 
a result of the need to sub¬ 
sidize those illegally resid¬ 
ing here. Until conditions 
in the immigrants’ country 
improves and/or we are 
willing to accept higher 
direct prices for produce, 
dining-out, and similar 
services, our educational 
system’s fortunes will be 
tied to the rise and fall of 
the peso, and its by-prod¬ 
uct, a large fluctuating stu¬ 
dent population. 

Ms. Sarafm is passion¬ 
ate about her points, and 
her intentions are good. 
However, passion without 
recognizing how much is 
already being spent, ac¬ 
knowledging the punitive 
aspect of further taxation, 
and stressing the need for 
families to be responsible 
for the children they create 
is passion searching to 
blame a faceless system 
instead of the guys with 
the guns in their hands. 

As she did, I too have a 
recommendation on what 
we can do to make things 
better. Among them is to 
celebrate the fact that on a 
slow Friday afternoon in 
Sierra Madre, a few good 
men and women from this 
town and its neighbors 
stepped forward as the first 
line of defense between 
good and bad. Those are 
the stories we should tell 
our children - the stories of 
ordinary people doing ex¬ 
traordinary things. If in 
the end, we can produce 
kids who can get a lump in 
their throat when they 
learn of these kinds of he¬ 
roes from our newspaper, 
or “Reader’s Digest 
Drama in Real Life”, or 
shows like “Rescue 911”- 
then we as a society have 
been successful.

The Arcadia City Coun- f 
cil began on Nov. 19 by j 
introducing the new Fire t 
Chief, Ken Lavoie. There i 
were also two presenta- < 
tions of proclamations, i 
one declaring Arbor Day : 
for the fourth year in 
Arcadia. The presentation 
went to Pat Eicherly. The 
second proclamation was 
for the declaration of Great 
American Smokeout Day. 
Dorothy Denne accepted 
for the American Cancer 
Society. 

A certificate of appre¬ 
ciation went to Nelson 
Lyons for his 17 years of 
service as a crossing 
guard, most of those years 
at Camino Grove School. 
“It’s a second retirement 
for him,” said Police Chief 
Ronnie Gamer. 

The first major item on 
the agenda was a consider¬ 
ation of an appeal of the 
Planning Commission’s 
denial of Conditional Use 
Permit %-010, for a pro¬ 
posed eating establishment 
from John Toth of Inland 
Empire Mexican Foods, 
Inc, They had proposed 
opening an El Polio Loco 
with indoor seating for 50 
people at 1 West Duarte 
Rd. 

However, during the 
Oct. 22 meeting of the 
Planning Commission, the 
conunissioners were dead¬ 
locked on a 3-3 vote, re¬ 
sulting in a denial of the 
fast food restaurant. There 
was much discussion on 
this matter by various 
Council members, prima¬ 
rily in the £®ba of parking 
and traffic at the intersec¬ 
tion of Santa Anita and 
Duarte. 

Toth was also present 
and provided jAotognqihic 
evidence that the parking 


situation and traffic was 
reasonable. The council 
approved the appeal with a 
5-0 vote. “Our city needs 
more business and we 
should welcome new busi¬ 
ness,” said Councilman 
Dr. Sheng Chang. 

In a non-public hearing, 
George Fasching proposed 
naming the baseball field 
at Eisenhower Park, 
“Lojeski Field,” in honor 
of the late Councilman. 
Fasching was accompa¬ 
nied by his wife and a 
number of people in the 
community who supported 
this proposal. He cited 
Lojeski’s considerable in¬ 
fluence and involvement 
in the city, and with Little 
League baseball. 

Meeting with a great 
deal of approval. Mayor 
Barbara Kuhn replied that 


the issue would be a future 
agenda item in December. 

The last issue—and one 
that doesn’t seem to be 
going away very easily— 
dealt with sustaining an 
appeal of the Planning 
Commission’s approval of 
CUP 96-008, for a drive- 
through pharmacy at 200 
E. Foothill Blvd., the cur¬ 
rent site of Paco’s Mexi¬ 
can Restaurant. 

Earlier in the evening, 
an attorney representing 
Evergreen Development 
spoke, maintaining that 
Walgreen Drugs’ pro¬ 
posed usage of the prop¬ 
erty would generate less 
traffic than a restaurant or 
another medical facility 
with a pharmacy. He urged 
a “no” vote from the Coun¬ 
cil. 

Mayor Pro Tern Bob 


Harbicht, who voiced his 
strong concern about pri¬ 
vate property rights, 
wanted to have more dis¬ 
cussion on the issue. ‘The 
pharmacy next door [to the 
property] is using us to 
keep Walgreens out of the 
trading area,” he said. 

Nonetheless, the other 
four members of the Coun¬ 
cil stood firm on their ear¬ 
lier decision of Nov. 5. “I 
think a drive-through is 
inappropriate because of 
traffic and safety,” said 
Councilman Gary 
Kovacic. The resolution 
passed, once again with a 
4-1 vote, with Harbicht 
having the lone dissenting 
“no” vote. 

Mayor Kuhn adjourned 
the meeting in memory of 
long-time resident Roy 
Long.

tend. Above Altadena we 
took Chaney Trail Road 
and rode up, up, mostly on 
a dirt fire break road only 
wide enough for one ve¬ 
hicle. It was full of switch 
backs on the steep climb 
and fallen rocks were 
sometimes a problem. I 
think we prayed a bit but 
the views were spectacular 
and magnificent beyond 
words. At one point the 
road is gated, but we were 
allowed through by prior 


arrangement. Very few 
vehicles can go through 
due to limited parking and 
to avoid pollution. Most 
people who came used the 
hiking trails or hiked up. 

Mount Lowe was the 
creation of Pasadena Pro¬ 
fessor Thaddus Lowe 
(1832-1913) and his en¬ 
thusiastic chief engineer 
David J.MacPherson. The 
trolley route ran through 
Altadena’s Rubio Canyon 
to a pavilion where passen¬ 
gers changed to the cable- 


hoisted incline car and 
then up the very steep 
Great Incline. This was 
the first electric operated 
cable hoist ever built and it 
averaged about a 45% 
grade. At the top was Echo 
Mountain where the larg¬ 
est hotel, four story Echo 
Mountain House, was 
built. Also, the Chalet, a 
smaller hotel, tennis 
courts, a zoo, an observa¬ 
tory, hiking and stairway 
trails, etc. It was called 
“White City” after the

such a wide array of 
groups as the California 
Wildlife Federation, Cali¬ 
fornia Business Properties 
Association, Young 
Americans for Freedom, 
and the California Rifle 
and Pistol Association.

Mountjoy just finished 
1/2 term in the State Sen¬ 
ate, and will be commenc¬ 
ing his first full four-year 
term. Ironically, if he wins 
the Leiutenant Governor’s 
position, he will have com¬ 
pleted one full term in the 
Senate; the last half of the 
1992-96 term, and the first 
half of the 1997-2000 
term. Mountjoy feels the 
position is a very useful 
one, saying, “If the job is 
used correctly, it can do a 


lot of good. The 
Leiutenant Governor sits 
on the Board of Regents, 
heads the Economic De- 
velopment 
Commission...there’s a lot 
to be done. It would be 
great, especially if Dan 
Lungren is in power, but 
even with the other party 
there.” 

Mountjoy says that the 
passage of California 
Proposition 208, limiting 
campaign contributions, 
will help his cause: “I’ve 
never been a person who’s 
received a lot of money 
from special interest 
groups; now, that spending 
is pretty much curtailed.” 
Mountjoy says that his po¬ 
litical message seems to 
“attract a lot of conserva¬ 
tives from all walks of 
life.” He concluded the in¬ 
terview by thanking the 
voters for returning him to 
the State Senate, where 
he’s “really enjoyed serv¬ 
ing over the past two 
years.”

huge white hotel. Stage 
three began with the trol¬ 
ley car route chiseled from 
granite walls. There were 
127 curves to Crystal 
Springs, then the spectacu¬ 
lar Circular Bridge, Horse¬ 
shoe Curve, to the end of 
the track (they ran out of 
money and never com¬ 
pleted the track to the 
Mount Lowe mountain 
top) at the Swiss style Ye 
Alpine Tavern. The tavern 
compared to the finest of 
hotels and there were also 
excellent housekeeping 
cottages and cabins. 

The trip was “hair lift¬ 
ing” to quote a traveler 
from back then, but they 
had a very safe record. All 
this was extremely costly 
and Prof. Lowe lost out fi¬ 
nancially, including all his 
own fortune.

One by one, though, disas¬ 
ter struck. First, fire de¬ 
stroyed Echo Mountain 
House, then later boulders 
crashed down in a storm 
wrecking the Pavilion at 
the start of the Incline, and 
in 1936 fire gutted Alpine 
Tavern. That was the end 
and it was shut down. 

This reconstructed In¬ 
spiration Point Ramada 
will provide shelter and a 
rest spot or hikers and bik¬ 
ers as it cantilevers out to 
the world below. Back in 
the old days they ran a one 
man and mule railroad go¬ 
ing east from this Pavilion. 
The man, named 
Zetterwall, laid almost 3 
miles of track along the 
ridge for his open car to 
provide more sights. The 
open car was powered by

pull the car both ways to 
keep the dust off the pas¬ 
sengers. 

Some of us hiked this 
former track route that day 
and were treated to a 
breathtaking view of Mt.

I wouldn’t 
have missed that day and 
all we ventured for any¬ 
thing.
